Mr. William Groaveuor of Newport 


aud Providence died at hla Providence 
rwidene* at au early hour Wednesday 
morning following au attack of apo- 
plexy from which he never recovered 
coiisclousue*!. His wife waa with hiui 
at the time of bis death. A brother, 
Jarnea B. M. Grosveuor, died from the 
same cause a few months ago iu New 
York. 


Mr. Grosvenor wai a well known res- 


ident of Newport, owning a handsome 
'summer residence ou Halldou Hill. 
Although be spent bis winters In Prov. 
ideuce where his business interests lay, 
be was a legal resident of Newport, 
paying a personal property tax here 
aud being qualified, to vote here. His 
property iu this city adjoined that of 
his sister, Miss Rosa Grosveuor. 


Mr. Grosveuor was the sou of Dr. 


William aud Rose Auue (Brown) Gros- 
venor and was a descendant of a dis- 
tinguished English family. An an 
cestor, John Grosvenor of Cheshire 
county, England, emigrated to this 
country iu 1680. 


He was born iu Providence, August 


4, 1S3S, and received his education at 
Blown University, obtaining the degree 
of .Master of Arts. He graduated Iu the 
class of 1SGO. 


It was iu connection with cotton 


manufacturing that Mr. Grosveuor was 
the most prouiin utlykuowuaud Iden- 
tified through his long connection with 
the Grosveuor Dale Company, of which 
he was Treasurer at the time of his de- 
mise. This great cotton manufacturing 
enterprise was brought to its high stan- 
dard of development by his father, who 
secured the original plant Iu 1852. The 
factories of the Grosveuor Dale Cpui- 
pany are situated in the beautiful val- 
ley of Grosveuor Dale, Coun. 


By a liberal outlay and as a result of 


a thorough nnd wise orgauizatiou the 
first purchase of 8000 spindles was In- 
creased until It ultimately became con- 
siderahly the largest establishment for 
the nmiiufnclure of cotton textile fab- 
rics in the State of Connecticut aud one 
of the laigett of Its class In this coun- 
try. 


Mr. Grosvenor. was a member of 


many clubs In Newport aud Providence 
but was not a devotee of club life. 
He 


is survived by a widow, three sous aud 
fourvdaughters; also by a sister, Miss 
Rosa'Grosvenor.

This city is a point at which so many 
lines of travel and traffic converge that 
the exchange business Itself must be 
sufficient to pay a bank's expenses.

And then there Is the larger business- 
lending money ou sound enterprises, 
financing industrial companies and es- 
pecially advancing money on bills of 
lading for goods In transit. In view of 
all this It surprises me to learn tbat 
the stock In the two banks here stands 
only a trifle above par."

Little was It thought wu*u a French 


Medical «tod«it uaiiied 1'aget discover- 
ed In 1(09 a new parasite "of man Iu 
the shape of small worms iii a radiiver 
u|K>ii which he was working Hint this 
little organism • would prove a factor 
In international politics eiv llfty yours 
hud passed, yet such proved to lie the 
case, for the little worms thus discov- 
ered were trichinae, and their presence 
in man ami animals gives rise to the 
much dreaded and fatal disease known 
as trichinosis. The parasite was tlrst 
discovered In America Iu 1S4:>. in which 
year it was found four times hi the 
muscles of humans. Since that time 
over 000 cases have been recorded I: 
this country. 
It was not, however, 


until 1SOO that the significance of the 
organism, pathologically, was discover- 
ed and proved to bo the cause of trich- 
inosis. 
Up to that time tbe disease 


had been confounded with typhoid 
fever and other maladies of similar na- 
ture. As we never heard much about 
appendicitis until the appendix was 
discovered, so we never heard'much 
•bent trichinosis until trichinae were 
discovered. When this discovery was 
once made and Its significance clearly 
established Interest began to be mani- 
fested, especially in Germany, where 
In 1880 a royal decree was issued pro- 
hibiting sausage and chopped meat of 
American origin from being Imported 
Into that country. This was followed 
In J883 by another decree which prohib- 
ited the Importation of all American 
pork, which latter order was subse- 
quently repealed to admit American 
products under certain inspection rules. 
The trichinae argument Is still used 
today to Germany by men engaged iu 
the butcher business to prejudice the 
sale of American meats. The trichinae 
are found most often In meat eating 
animals —In fact, eicept by inocula- 
tion, the parasites can only get Into the 
system by being taken in alive in meat 
food. Fish, birds, etc., are practically 
never Infected. No harm can possibly 
result from eating meat affected with 
trichinae If It has been thoroughly 
cooked; otherwise the danger is ever 
present, and lie who eats raw pork or 
other uncooked meat stands n possible 
danger of Infection. 
Germany has 


adopted a very thorough and costly 
method, of meat Inspection, involving 
a careful microscopic examination of 
all pork products, and hardly a year 
passes but some one comes forward 
with a proposal for the establishment 
of a similar method of inspection for 
this country.

over and sent back to be used In some 
of the many eating houses in this and 
other states. It Is a mystery to me 
why the farmers will Insist on putting 
(rood cream Into poor butter and sell- 
Ing the latter for half the market price 
when they could, with far less work 
and bother, sell their cream direct to 
the creamery at the highest market 
price and thus make a saving all 
around. Most of the fellows that bring 
In this butter are poorly equipped for 
making good butter, and their attempts 
end In the turning upon the market of 
such grease as is contained in that 
butter, which Is a mere waste of time 
and good material. How much better 
It would be If they would sell their 
fcllk or cream to the creamery, get a 
good price for It and buy what butter 
they need for home -consumption!" 
This grocer had the true grasp of the 
situation. Much of the dairy butter 
produced Is Indeed t bad waste of 
time, money and good material.

THE WHY OP CCLTIVATIOH. 


Every farmer, and particularly he 


who has taken care and pains to secure 
and plant the very best seed corn It 
was possible for him to obtain, should 
realize that this Is but the first step In 
raising a bumper crop of corn. When 
It Is understood that for every pound 
of growth In dry matter made by the 
•plant from 300 to 800 pounds of water 
Is pumped up from the soil through 
Its root system we realize more fully 
the Importance and mission of thor- 
ough cultivation which keeps 
the 


ground in that mellow condition most 
favorable to a proper circulation of 
soil, air and moisture and prevents 
that baking of the surface of the 
ground which every farmer knows 
from his own experience Is disastrous 
to the growing crop. In what we may 
call the philosophy of soil cultivation 
the killing of weeds Is but a very sec- 
ondary object. 
Were there no 'weed 


seeds in the soil the reasons for care- 
ful cultivation would still remain. 
Hardly a reader of these notes but can 
recall from his own experience cases 
In which he has harvested from flve to 
fifteen bushels more corn per acre from 
that portion of the field that was given 
an extra cultivation. The'difference In 
yield was due simply to the fact that 
the cultivation of the soil enabled the 
growing corn to utilize a supply of 
moisture at a critical period In Its de- 
velopment. It ,ls because of this fact 
that a cultivation of a field of corn Just 
earing' with a single horse cultivator 
tends to offset drought effects and Is a 
labor that fetches very large returns. 
And because all tilled crops develop 
under very similar conditions the prin- 
ciple Is one that applies with equal 
force to all of them. The planting of 
good seed Is of utmost Importance. A 
proper cultivation of the soil Is none 
the less so. Both should go hand la 
hand.

INSECT' NOTES. — Numerous inquiries 


have come into the office regarding the 
cause of the frothy maanee on gras» aud 
other hiibaceous plants and ou shrills 
and treef. 
Popularly this has been 


ascribed to frogs aud snakes and named 
either frog or tmake spittle as the ease 
might be. Iu fact, it is due to a small 
insect belonging to the Heiuiptera or 
true bugs which live inside the frothy 
mat's. 
Commonly thcbe insects are 


called spittle insects for obvious reasons, 
aud also frog hoppers because of their 
counectiou with the frothy mass which 
was formerly kuowu as frog spittle, or 
because in their broad, squatty appear- 
ance wheu mature, they resemble frogs 
o some extent. It Is uot kuowu ex- 
actlyihow the frothy mass is produced, 
but it Is supposed that the insect pumps 
.he sap out of the plants and iu passing. 
t through the alimentary caual mixes 
lip with it to form1 small air bubbles. 
Phere are quite 'a number of species 
found at the preseut time, some living. 
nil grass, others ou shrubs aud also ou 
>r«s-, both evergreen aud deciduous-.' 
tlosl of the species- have their early o» 
uymph stage eutirely within the pro- 
ectiuu of the frothy mass.

It Is the question of wbere they 
get their lubricating oil, how much 
the; pay for it, who the otticlals are 
who buy it, who tbe agents are who 
sell It, aud a lot of other things, all di- 
rected'palpably against tbe Standard 
Oil Company which Is generally under- 
stood tu control the output of rubrica- 
ting oil just as thoroughly a* It does 
the market for gasoline and coal oil. 


It la a questlou whether anyone will 


ever read tbe commission'* report 
through. It ought to contain almost 
ai many volume* as tbe War Depart- 
ment's famou* work' "Tbe Becorda. of 
tbe Rebellion." 
But tbe seriea will 


bave a wbole lot of sensational matter 
in it and ought to be a valuable though 
cumbersome library of reference on the 
coal and oil business. 
It has beeu announced from 'the Pa- 


tent Office fhat Commisalouer Alleu, 
lu response to a united protest from 
tbe inventors of tbe country baa de- 
cided to give up his prospective sum- 
mer vacation aud will bear caae* all 
through tbe hot season iu hope* of 
catching up with tbe work of tbe of- 
fice. 
This le a great concession. The 


Comrniwnoner announced some time 
ago that all tbe other courts took a 
recess during the summer and tbat be 
considered himself a court aud that be 
would do likewise. The work of bis 
office is lamentably behind, BO much 
so in fact that It takes two years lu 
some cases to get a patent through the 
office.

Trondhjenj, June 22.—With « cere- 


monial modified from the old Norse 
forms to meet the modern democratic 
tplrlt of tlie oouutr.v, King Htiakon VII 
and Queen Maud, at noon today, In the 
old Troudhjem cathedral, were anoint- 
ed, blessed and given Norway's crowns. 
When, nearly 40 years ago, King Oscar 
of Sweden received the crown, he bared 
his breast anil ecclesiastics crossed 
It 


with sacred oils, according to the cus- 
toms of older days. Kiugllaakon was 
anointed only on the forehead and 
wrists and the'entire rite was simpler. 
There were 3000 persons present, that 
numbe'r representing the capacity of 
the edifice. 


The king and queen left the residence 


of the 
provincial governor for the 


cathedral at 11 o'clock. They were ac- 
companied by members of the court and 
the staff in attendance. When all had 
taken their plaees in the cathedral the 
bishop of Trnmlhji'iu recited the 
Hrsl 


line of a hymn, after which tin- congre- 
gation and choir sung sung the Hrst 
verse of tills hymn. 


The bishop of Christiana, having read 


the confession, the first six verses of the 
Te Deuui were sung by the congrega- 
tion and choir. 
At the conclusion of 


the hymn the bishop of Christiana de- 
livered a sermon, following which 
a 


hymn was sung by a priest and choir, j 


When the first part of the cantata j 


hud been linished the king proceeded j 
to tbe throne, standinfti.on a platform 
before the altar. Tbe supreme adju- 
tants removed the priucely mantle 
from (be kingand placed it on thealtar. 
The chief Justice of tbe supreule court 
look tbe royal mantle from tbe altar, 
and. jointly with the bishop of Troudu- 
Jcin, placed it over the shoulders of the 
king, who then knelt on the devotional 
stool before the throne. 
Tbe bishop 


then anointed the king on the forehead 
and wrists. 


The king, baving arisen and plnced 


himself on the throne. Prime Minister 
Michclsen proceeded to the altar and 
took the royal crown, which he, con- 
Jointly with tbe bishop, placed on the 
head of the king, while the bishop re- 
cited a prayer. 


Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Love- 


land then proceeded to the altar and 
took the sceptre, which he, conjointly 
with the bishop, handed to the king. 
Minister of the Interior Arctander then 
took tbe orb, which he, conjointly with 
tbe bishop, handed to the king, who 
then took the sceptre in his left hand 
and received the orb with bis right 
hand, the bishop saying a prayer. Min- 
ister of War Olssoii then took the sword 
and delivered it, uncovered, to the king, 
who then gave the orb back 
to him 


from whom he received it. The bishop, 
baving said n prayer, a salute of 12 
shots was given from the artillery and 
warships. 


The bishop proceeded to the altar and 


the king delivered the sword to Minis- 
ter of War Olssou, who placed himself 
at the left behind the throne, holding 
the sword uncovered upright, the king 
taking tbe sceptre in his right and the 
orb in his left hand. 


Then followed the second part of the 


cantata. 
When this was performed 


two verses of a hymn were sung. After 
the singing of the hymn, the bishop said 
the following prayer: 


"Eternal, Almighty God, Father In 


Heaven: Thou who rulest all tbe king- 
doms of earth and holds the hearts of 
tbe kings In Thy baud, praised be Thou 
for Thy mercy, that Thou hast given us 
a good and right-minded king. Anoint 
him now and ever with Thy grace and 
spirit and crown him with Thy gifts. 
Thy word of truth under his sceptre 
shine upon the country and flud • be- 
lieving and obedient hearts, that peace 
and blessing may be unto him and us 
In time and eternity. Make his throne 
flrtn, lengthen his days, bless his house 
until remote generations mid let 
the 


country flourish in piety and faithful- 
ness, in-honor and prosperity, In peace 
and unity. Hear us, Father, 
in the 


name of Jesus Christ, Amen."

There were 
half a century ago more criminal law- 
yers than there are today, aud the 
emoluments and tens of criminal law- 
yers were materially larger In the or- 
dinary run of cases than now. As a 
consequence, cijses were move often 
defended than they are now and picas 
of guilty much more rarer. Then tbe 
alibi witness was a necessary though 
usually unwelcome part of the ma- 
cbluery of defense In criminal cases. 
There !s lu criminal procedure no bet- 
ter defense than an alibi If sustained. 
Alibi witnesses were therefore very 
much In demand uutil juries began to 
mistrust t'lern and the penalties for the 
crime of Dprjnry were visited upon 
some of the delinquents. 


For a lo-ig time the mendacious 


and subsidized testimony of profes- 
sional alibi witnesses obtained credence 
from Jurors, and some of these wit- 
nesses, .to quote their, own language, 
"made a pood thing out of It." Juries 
In criminal cases are usually sympa- 
thetic where no outside pressure Is 
brought upon them, and It Is the part 
of the charge of every judge In a crimi- 
nal case to Inform the Jury that the 
prisoner at the bar Is' entitled to every 
reasonable doubt. 
If, therefore; any 


uncertainty existed on the point wheth- 
er or not the prisoner was actually 
present nt the time and place of the 
alleged crime he was entitled to the 
benefit of It, but little by little the 
prosecuting officers became acquainted 
with the Identity and records of the 
professional alibi witnesses. 
One or 


two irer-e prosecuted. 
Others were 


scared off. The commercial value of 
the services of the others was decreas- 
ed, and finally the whole nefarious 
business was abandoned, never since 
to be revived.

clmuged, history fails to disclose ttiU 
origin. Vet these very rules must be 
retained iu order not to shake persoual 
aud properly rights. Therefore uo man 
can depend ou his owu uuinttructed' 
common sense to know the law. 


"To drive thU statement home, I 


have frequently put to au incoming 
law clans tne question, 'Wheu does au 
in taut become of age?' 
The answer is 


always unanimous: 'Wheu he U twen- 
ty one yea™ old.' . 


"The uext question appears ridicu- 


lous to some, aud makes them laugh, 
while others set their alleged common 
seuse at work, aud uever with correct 
result: 'Wheu n a mau tweutv-oue 
years old?' 


"Oue student says, 'On his twenty- 


first olrthday,' but of course he does 
uot meau It, for he is about a year out 
of the way. Auother ventures, 'Ou the 
tweuty-Urot aiiuiversary of his oirth- 
day..' This sounds better, but even if 
correct 
is 
not 
specific 
enough. 


'When he has completed his tweuty- 
first anniversary;' At tbe beginning of 
that day;' 'On bw twenty-first anniver- 
sary, at the precise hour of bis birtb,' 
are other answers. 


"Aud tl.eu I surprise the guessers by 


sayiug that tbey are all wroug. 


"Iu computing time it is a general 


rule that the law disregards part of a 
day. In applying this rule, suppose a 
man was born just oue uiluute oefore 
midnight ou Jan. 2, 1880. 


"At midnight he uad lived but oue

uol become twenty-one years old until 
tbe close ol Jan. 1, 1901. Mathematic- 
ally speaking this is true. 


"Twenty-oneyears iu that'sense re- 


quires that the last moment of Jau. 1, 
1901, should have arrived iu order to 
make the mau of age, and, obviously, 
he was of age at that point of time. 
But here again the rule is applied. 


"As tue man was of age ou the last 


moment of January 1, the law disre- 
gards the entire part of the day inter- 
vening between I lie first moment aud 
Ihe last, aud consequently be became 
In law tweuty-oueyears old ou tbe first 
moment of Jau. 1, 1901, the day pre- 
ceding tbe tueuty-first anniversary of 
his birthdav. 


"This rule is a part of what is knowu 


as the common law aud is applied iu 
this couuiry in all States where the 
common law of England has beeu 
adopted, aud remains unchanged by 
statute. A man may vote or make a 
valid will ou the day precediug the 
twenty-first anniversary of bis birth- 
day, although the right in oue case 
aud the capacity in tbe other is glveu 
ouly to persous 'who have reached the 
age of twenty-one years.' "—New York 
Sun.
